JOSEPH 


Have  you  ever  considered  the  many  difficulties  Joseph 
faced?  The  difficulties  and  events  of  Joseph’s  life  are  strik¬ 
ingly  similar  to  those  of  Jesus.  It  is  clear  that  God  used 
events  in  Joseph’s  life  to  prepare  him  for  greater  things.  Jo¬ 
seph  was  like  Jesus  in  many  ways. 

He  was  the  beloved  of  his  father,  was  envied  and  hated 
without  cause,  and  was  a  root  out  of  dry  ground.  He  fore¬ 
told  that  one  day  he  would  rule,  was  accused  of  being  a 
dreamer,  and  was  sent  by  his  father  to  seek  his  brothers’ 
welfare.  He  went  willingly  and  sought  until  he  found  them, 
was  rejected  and  condemned,  stripped  of  his  clothing  and 
thrown  into  a  pit.  He  was  sold  for  silver,  raised  from  the  pit 
and  became  a  servant.  He  resisted  temptation,  was  falsely 
accused  and  numbered  with  the  transgressors.  He  promised 
deliverance  to  a  condemned  man,  foretold  the  future  and 
proved  to  be  a  great  counselor.  He  was  promoted  to  honor 
and  glory,  was  given  a  new  name,  and  all  people  are  com¬ 
manded  to  bow  before  him.  He  provided  for  all  in  need  and 
was  not  recognized  by  his  people. 

God  led  Joseph  through  some  very  difficult  and  discourag¬ 
ing  times.  He  was  thrown  into  a  pit,  sold  into  slavery  and 
eventually  left  in  prison  for  a  long  time.  We  should  under¬ 
stand  that  God  was  preparing  Joseph  for  something  much 
better.  He  was  preparing  him  to  mle. 

Can  you  see  that  in  the  same  way,  God  uses  the  difficulties 
you  face  to  prepare  you  for  something  far  better?  He  never 
wastes  time  and  He  never  wastes  circumstances.  When  you 
are  envied,  hated,  stripped,  thrown  into  a  pit,  jailed,  subject¬ 
ed  and  rejected;  please  remember  that  God  is  using  these 
difficult  times  to  mold  you  into  something  beautiful.  Just 
like  the  case  of  Joseph,  God  is  building  His  character  in  you. 
Someday,  you  will  be  like  Him. 

1  John  3:2  Dear friends,  now  we  are  children  of  God,  and  what  we 
will  be  has  not  jet  been  made  known.  But  we  know  that  when  Christ 
appears ,  we  shall  be  like  him,  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.
